The Complaint of the Presbytery of Rofs, &c. againft Macra and obers, as it broke 
off in our Laft, Continues thas———— ; 


HE ‘Rabble, now greatly encreas’d, 
prefs’d upon them, beat them fe- 
verely, and forcing their Way, as 

they could tu get hold of Mr. Stuart the Mi- 
nifter, and then fome of them coming up 
to him, fhook him by the Breaft with 
Threats and Arms in their Hands, till he 
was refcued by fome of his awn Hearers 

and others of the Rabblers grip’d him by 
the Cloak, ard drew him fo hard, that be 
was in Hazard to be choak’d, till he was 
forced to flip the Cloak to get away in the 
Throng ; but he was not gone many Paces, 
when the Rabble again purfued and over- 


took him, aiming many Stroaks ac him, 
which if bot receiv’d by fome of bis Hear- 
ers about bim, had beat him down ¢ fo that 
the Minifter finding himfelf like to faint, 
through the Violence he had fuffer'd, pray’d 
fome Gentlemen his Friends to carry him 
off any way, which wasdone. Mean while 
the People, who came to the Worfhip bejog 
exhorted by the Minifter, and ftri@ly com- 
manded by the faid Sir Robert Munro to for- 
bear ail Violence, were fome of them beat 
with Staves, others with Scones, and others 
bruifed aud wounded to the Effufion of 
their Blood, 2s particularly fobn dee ia 
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VPefter Fowlis, furely wounded with a 
Stone in the Forehead, the young Laird 
pf Fowlis hurt with a Stone in the Arm, and 
the Minifter himfelf got many Stroak . 
Nor did‘ the Ladies and Gentlewomen ef- 
cape theic Fury, particularly the young 
Lady Cutodin, Mrs. Chriftin Munro, Ms. 
Anna Munro, and Mrs. Margaret Munro, 
Sifters German to the faid Sir Robert Munro, 
‘Mcs. Lucia Dumbarr, Daughter to the De- 
ceas’d Laird of Burgie, Mrs. Kathrine Mun- 
ro Spoule to Leimlaire, Kathrine Munro Spoufe 
co VVilliam Munro in Fowlis, All either 
wounded, bruifed or mifufed with Mire 
and Dirt; and fuch was the Barbarity of the 
Women-Rabblers, thag they were heard :0 
cry, that al the Women that came to the 
Worfhip fhould be ravifhed, and the Mem 
Rabblers lie with them. And farder, thefe 
Rabblers cry’d out loudly and freguently, 
King VVillie is now dead, and thac their 
King was alive, but that K. PVillie was dead. 
Nor was this Rabble only of thefe of the 
Town and Pypoch of Dingwall, but the Con- 
vocation a Convention was from feveral 
othér. Paroches, asthe Paroch of Urgbuart 
and Loggie Wefter, and the Paroch pf Fot. 
tertie, (p that there were feveral Hundreds 
therein engaged. And that fo much the 
more remarkable, that until within this 
fhort time all the vacaot Churches there- 
about did, fubmit quietly to the Presbytery 
and Divine Ordinances.

ry Tumult hath been raifed both by Infti- 
gation and upon Defign; And therefor ta 
be the more ftriétly noticed. | Lite as the 
Lords of our Privy-Council, after Infor.
